JUDY LOMAN was accepted as a pupil of the internationally celebrated 
master, Carlos Salzedo, at the early age of twelve. After graduating 
seven years later from the Curtis Institute of Music, she was chosen 
to join the Salzedo Concert Ensemble. 


Miss Loman was appointed principal harpist of the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra in 1960. She is also a professor at the Faculty of Music, 
University of Toronto, and heads a ‘Summer School for Harpists in 
Fenelon Falls, Ontario. 


CBC Radio and Television have presented her artistry in numerous solo 
performances. Miss Loman has been guest artist with all the leading 
orchestras in Canada and has performed at major festivals in Canada, 
the United States and Japan. She will perform at the American Harp 
Conference in June and the World Harp Congress being held in Israel 
in July. While in Tel Aviv she will be a judge at the International 
Harp Competition taking place there. 


Her recording of R. Murray Schafer's "The Crown of Ariadne" won the 
1979 Juno Award for best classical recording. 


CARLOS SALZEDO, American harpist and composer of French birth, was 
born in Arachon in 1885 and died in Waterville, Maine in 1961. He 
graduated from the Paris Conservatoire in 1901, moved to New York in 
1909 and was the first harpist of the Metropolitan Opera Orchestra 
from 1909-13. In 1913 he founded the Trio de Lutece with George 
Barrere and Paul Kefer, and helped to found the International Com- 
posers' Guild in 1921. He inaugurated the harp department at the 
Curtis Institute in 1924 and in 1931 started the Salzedo Harp 

Colony in Camden, Maine. His music has inspired many other composers 
to write for the harp. 
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The Faculty of Music would like to express its gratitude 
to Miss Loman for appearing this evening without a fee, 
enabling the proceeds to go towards establishing the first 
harp scholarship at the University of Toronto.
